GREEK  MISSION.

er  is  of  later  date  than  the  one  from  which  the  follow-  ■  mence,  in  one  or  more  of  the  neighbouring  villages. 


ing  is  taken,  we  are  sure  it  will  be  interesting  to  our 
readers — It  is  from  Mr.  Hill,  at  Tenos,  and  is  dated 
January  8,  1831. 

“  In  a  very  few  days  after  our  arrival,  I  was  en¬ 
abled  to  enter  upon  my  labours  among  these  peo¬ 
ple,  at  least  in  an  indirect  manner.  I  learned  that 
Mr.  B.,  a  gentleman  of  great  respectability  and 
influence  here,  and  Mr.  A.  formerly  Dragoman 
of  the  Sultan,  were  desirous  that  their  sons  should 
learn  English.  I  proposed  to  instruct  them,  and  they 
have  been  my  pupils  ever  since,  attending  me  three 
times  a  week.  This  having  been  noised  abroad,  it 
was  hinted  that  Mrs.  B.  and  her  two  daughters,  and 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  A.,  (a  married  lady)  were  earnest¬ 
ly  desirous  of  becoming  acquainted  with  our  lan¬ 
guage.  Mrs.  Hill  immediately  offered  her  services, 
and  now  a  class  of  eight  females  attend  at  our  room 
twice  a  week.  Mrs.  Bobertson  devotes  as  much  time 
as  the  concerns  of  her  family  will  allow  to  this  ob-  j 


one  or  more  schools.  We  do  not  believe  we  shall  nom 
meet  with  opposition,  although  it  certainly  would 
have  been  highly  inexpedient  to  have  attempted  it 
before.  In  the  mean  time,  with  my  studies  and  my 
English  class;  and  the  preparation  of  an  Infant  School, 
and  our  necessary  intercourse  with  the  people,  and 
my  correspondence,  I  find  my  time  completely  occu¬ 
pied  from  morning  to  night.  On  the  Lord’s  day,  we 
meet  in  Brother  B.’s  parlour  at  10  o’clock,  and  en¬ 
gage  in  the  service  ot  the  church;  we  then  attend 
at  Mr.  K.’s  school-room,  where  the  children  are  as¬ 
sembled. — They  repeat  the  Creed,  Lord’s  Prayer, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments;  then  they  read  a  chap 
ter  from  the  New  Testament,  and  Mr.  K.  explains  it 
to  them,  and  one  of  them  repeats  a  prayer  at  the  close, 
which  has  been  prepared  for  the  school  by  Mr.  K. 
Many  persons  beside  the  children,  (among  whom  are 
some  priests  frequently,)  attend  on  these  occasions; 
the  whole  service  does  not  exceed  three  quarters  of

On 
my  way  I  passed  through  a  village  in  Ilartland,  where 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Leonard,  who  resides  in  Cornish,  offici¬ 
ates  a  part  of  the  time,  with  some  favorable  prospects 
ot  establishing  a  Church  there.  I  regretted  much  my 
not  knowing  it  in  season  to  have  made  an  appointment 
to  officiate  there.  The  parish  in  Woodstock  has  very 
much  increased. 

On  Saturday,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clap, 
to  whose  great  kindness  and  aid  in  helping  me  along 
in  this  and  many  other  journeys  I  am  much  indebted, 

I  reached  Bethel.  The  morning  service  tliere,  Sun¬ 
day  the  l  ltb,  was  followed  by  the  institution  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sabine  into  that  Church.  The  house  was 
crowded  by  a  very  attentive,  and  apparently  very  de¬ 
vout  !congregation.  I  preached  in  it  twice,  and  con¬ 
firm^  twenty-three.  With  three  exceptions,  this  and 
all  the  churches  I  visited  in  that  tour  appeared  very 
much  alive  to  spiritual  things.  I  have  never  before 
witnessed  such  general  and  devout  attention  to  reli¬ 
gious  concerns.  Though  I  preaobod  two  and  three  and 
even  four  times  in  a  place,  there  was  no  falling  off  in 
their  attendance.  The  Recter  of  the  Church  in  Beth¬ 
el,  with  his  amiable  and  well-regulated  family,  seemed 
to  be  happy  among  tliat  pious  people ;  and  they  in  him. 
Gladly  would  I  have  remained  longer  there :  but  the 
long  road  that  we  had  to  travel  on  the  two  following 
days,  made  it  necessary,  after  the  second  service,  to 
proceed  on  to  Randolph,  where  I  preached  the  third 
time  to  a  large  congregation  collected  from  various 
piarts;  Mr.  Clap,  on  this  and  many  other  occasions,  as¬ 
sisting  in  the  services.  Thus  in  nine  days  I  had  trav¬ 
elled  160  miles  and  preached  fifteen  times ;  whether 
W'ith  wisdom  and  faiffifulhess,  and  good  effect,  the  Lord 
knoweth- 

Journeying  northward,  on  the  16th  we  reached  Cam¬ 
bridge,  where  I  preached.  Could  a  missionary  some 
years  ago  have  been  sent  to  that  place,  we  should,  I 
doubt  not,  before  this  time  have  had  a  flourishing 
Church  there.  And  still  the  attempt  would  not  be 
hopeless.  Here  we  met  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cleaveland,  a 
young  man  in  Deacon’s  orde^e,  who  it  is  hoped  is  re¬ 
covering  his  health. 

The  next  day,  on  my  way  to  Montgomery,  I  preach- 1 
ed  at  Enosburg  and  confirmed  five,  presented  by  the 
Rev.  R.  Peck.  The  services  in  Montgomery  on  the 
19th  were  highly  interesting.  The  people  met  for 
the  first  time  in  the  new  Church  which  they  are  build¬ 
ing,  but  which  was  not  ready  to  be  consecrated. 
There  I  preached  twice  to  a  people  who  appeared 
truly  to  “  have  ears 
ed.  While  I  returned 
preached  to  them  the  third  time.  The  same  people 
had  assembled  for  prayers  early  in  the  morning  of  the 
same  day.  We  may  well  suppose  that  a  people  who 
thus  earnestly  seek  will  find.  With  no  less  eager¬ 
ness,  and  with  the  like  hearing  eai,  did  the  people 
assemble  three  times  on  the  following  day  in  Bethel. 

I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  thirty,  and  these,  as 
also  those  confirmed  in  the  other  Churches,  appeared 
to  feel  the  power  of  godliness.  Mr.  Clap  officiated  in 
the  third  service,  while  in  company  with  Mr.  Peck  I 
journeyed  westward,  and  in  the  evening  reached  Shel- 
den  ;  where,  the  next  morning,  " 
twenty-five,  and  administere 
the  afternoon  I  continued  on 
Mr.  Hard’s  ministry  in  Shelden  and  Fairfield  was  very 
much  blessed.  His  suddenly  leaving  them,  a  few 
months  since,  has  spread  a  gloom  over  both  parishes, 
and  they  are  much  discouraged. 

In  Fairfield,  on  Sunday  the  21st,  we  had  the  pleas¬ 
ure  of  meeting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whitwell  from  Canada. 
In  the  morning  1  preached,  confirmed  nineteen,  and 
gave  the  Ixird’s  Supper  to  a  very  large  number  of 
communicants.  In  the  afternoon,  there  being min¬ 
ister  of  the  parish,  I  baptized  three  adults  and  ^i firm¬ 
ed  four,  making  the  number  twenty-three.  Mr.  W.

Wells  and  in  the  afternoon  at  Puwlett  In  each  of 
these  places,  as  we  have  reason  to  hope,  there  may 
soon  te  Churclies  established.  At  present,  those  who 
are  Episcopalians  attend  divine  service  chiefly  in 
Granville,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  where  is  a  church 
very  near  the  line  between  the  two  states. 

On  the  3Uth  we  had  services  in  iManchester.  In  the 
morning  I  preached,  gave  the  Communion  and  con¬ 
firmed  19,  including  one  in  the  afternoon.  Here,  as 
ill  most  of  the  other  places  which  I  visited,  the  people 
appeared  deeply  interested  in  what  regards  their  eter¬ 
nal  salvation.  Here,  too,  some  of  our  brethren,  on 
ther  way  to  the  Convention,  joined  us.  In  the  after¬ 
noon,  one  of  them,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sabine,  was  our 
preacher.  After  the  services,  we  proceeded  on  to 
Arlington,  where  the  same  evening  we  met  in  a  large 
and  commodious  vestry-room  for  public  worship:  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Crane  delivered  a  discourse. 

The  31st  was  the  day  of  the  adjourned  Convention 
of  that  State ;  it  was  fully  attended,  and  we  had  the  ad¬ 
ditional  pleasure  of  meeting  several  of  our  brethren 
from  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York.  The 
Convention  was  opened  for  business  at  9  A.  M.  and  at 
half  past  10  commenced  the  religious  services ;  first, 
with  the  consecration  of  the  new  and  beautiful  edifice, 
called  St.  James*  Church.  It  is  built  of  stone,  in  fine 
taste,  and  in  a  style  of  elegance,  rarely,  by  one  of  its 
size,  surpassed  ;  and  perhaps  in  no  instance  have  a 
people  done  more,  according  to  their  means,  in  this 
way  to  honour  God  and  promote  his  holy  worship.  I 
preached  twice  that  day,  and  confirmed  35 ;  the  Church 
was  both  times  filled  to  overflowing.  In  Uie  evening 
we  had  services,  and  a  discourse  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Ballard,  of  New  Hampshire,  and  a  large  congregation. 

The  next  day  the  minister  of  that  parish,  the  Rev. 
Mr  Perkins,  was  ordained  priest,  and  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per  of  course  administered,  which  was  received  appa¬ 
rently  with  deep  devotion,  by  aliout  160  persons.  'I’he 
congregation  was  again  very  large,  ami  very  attentive 
to  the  discourse  which  I  delivered.  'I’liere  is  reason 
to  hope  that  the  services  of  the  two  days  were  of  good 
effect.  Much  love  seemed  to  prevail  among  all,  and 
the  season  was  indeed  refreshing.  The  business  of 
the  Convention  was  this  day  finished.  Some  of  the 
clergy  remained  to  preach  at  several  places  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity.  It  liad  been  intended  that  I  should  deliver 
anotlicr  discourse,  in  the  afternoon  in  Manchester,  on 
the  subject  of  Confirmation,  and  considering  the  pe¬ 
culiar  state  of  the  parish,  I  regretted  it  could  not  be, 
but  it  was  found  necessary  to  pursue  iny  journey  east¬ 
ward,  to  visit  some  churches  on  the  other  side  of  the 
mountain.  Sept.  2d,  in  company  witli  Mr  Ikillard,  1 
reached  a  part  of  VV’^ethersfield,  called

You  are  near  in  one  sense,  yet  you  keep  your¬ 
selves  far  off.  \ou  are  out  of  the  way,  and  therefore 
you  lose  the  blessing.  In  losing  public  worship,  then, 
you  suffer  a  loss  which  no  worldly  gains  can  compen¬ 
sate. 

And  what,  if  to  all  these  losses  is  to  be  added  the 
loss  of  the  soul  /  You  see  not,  perhaps,  tlie  danger. 
Yet  if  the  Sabbath  be  neglected  and  abused,  a  pTain 
command  of  God  is  broken,  sin  is  committed,  and  the 
wages  of  sin  is  death.  If  the  Sabbath  be  neglected, 
Christ,  the  Lord  of  the  Sabbath,  is  neglected  also;  and, 
without  Him  there  is  uo  salvation  for  any  of  us  sinners. 
If  the  Sabbath  be  neglected,  we  are  quite  sure  that 
prayer,  and  the  Scripture.^  and  the  Sacraments,  and 
other  appointed  means  of  grace,  are  ncglecteil  like¬ 
wise.  Can  we  obtain  heaven  without  God’s  grace] 
Can  we  humbly  expect  that  grace,  without  using  the 
means  of  grace !  Now  pause,  and  remember  our 
Lord’s  solemn  question,  what  is  a  man  profitted  if  he 
shall  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul]  or 
w  hat  shall  a  man  give  in  excliange  for  his  soul  J 

Most  of  you,  it  is  believed,  will  like  this  plain  deal¬ 
ing.  Now  for  a  word  of  advice.  Act  liuueMly 
the  convictions  of  conscience,  and  resolve,  through 
Ged’s  grace,  to  have  done  for  ever  with  Sunday 
traffic.  Make  the  effort  next  Sunday.  Let  your 
Sunday  customers  know  beforehand  your  determina¬ 
tion  ;  and  when  Sunday  morning  conies,  only  leave 
the  shop  as  it  is,  without  taking  down  a  shutter,  and 
very  few  will  ask  you  to  sell.  If  they  do,  tell  them 
civilly,  yet  firmly,  your  resolution  ;  and,  depend  on  it, 
every  customer  of  good  principle  will  respect  your 
conduct.  You  will  then  have  leisure,  like  other 
Christians,  for  rest,  and  refreshment,  and  domestic 
comfort,  and  retirement,  and  public  worship;  and  so 
you  will  find  your  Sabbaths,  wliat  God  meant  them 
to  Im?,  stepping-stones  toward  heaven. 

Yes,  friends,  the  Christian  Sabbath  is  one  of  the 
mild  glories  of our  religion.  It  is  a  day  of  rest  for  the 
weary,  of  instruction  for  the  ignorant,  of  comfort  for 
the  afflicted,  of  mercy  for  the  guilty,  of  life  for  the
